The general formula (1) representing the polyhydric alcohol-modified silicones to be mixed in hair 
cosmetics of document 1 are similar to the organopolysiloxanes of formula (1) of the present application in 
chemical structural (see the claims and Examples 9, 20 and 21 of document 1). 

However, in tiie organopolysiloxanes of docxmient 1, an OH group or an OR group is bonded to a Si atom 
through a carbon atom, while in the organopolysiloxanes of the present application as amended, the OH group 
or OR group of R^ is bonded to a Si atom directly without the intervention of a carbon atom or at least through a 
silicon atom. So, in this regard, the chemical structure of document 1 is different from that of the present 
application, and the bonding method of the said OH group or OR group of R^ to the Si atom in the present 
application cannot be derived from the disclosure of document 1 . 

Docimient 2 discloses the organopolysiloxanes of the formula (1) of the present application, but the 
compounds are used as treating agents for cosmetic powders, and document 2 neither describes nor suggests 
that they are used for hair cosmetics. 

Documents 3 and 4 respectively disclose silicone compounds used as hair treating agents, but their 
structure is different from the structure of the formula (1) of the present application. Furthermore, documents 3 
and 4 do not include any description suggesting the derivation of the said chemical structure. 

Therefore, the subject matters of clainos 1-26 of the present application appear to be novel and to involve 
an inventive step in view of documents 1-4. 
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
